Clagstone has just returned annually with the long dry spell, 
from the eighteenth annual The task of clearing the city 
meeting of the National and its canyons of weeds, brush 

and inf lamable debris, begun a 
month ago, has been completed 
and the community is given an 
A-l rating in safety by the Fed¬ 
eral forestry service with the 
clearing of the last of the vacant 
lots and the completion of a 25- 
foot fire break along the North¬ 
erly boundary yesterday. 

The fire break was established 
jointly by the city and the ^real 
estate firm of Andrews and 
Hawks, owners and agents for 
large acreage high on the moun¬ 
tain side in the Northwestern 
section of the city. This job has 
met with the complete approval 
of the forestry department in the 
matter of preventing the spread 
of a forest fire, both for the pro¬ 
tection of the city should a fire 
originate in the forest and for 
the forest in the event of a fire 
in the city. 

At the outset of the campaign 
to make the city safe the engin¬ 
eering department posted 1565 
porcels of real estate as con¬ 
taining fire hazards, most or 
them vacant lots. The owners of 
691 or 44 per cent of these lots 
disregarded the notice served by 
the city demanding that they be 
cleaned up. Whereupon gangs of 
workmen employed by the city 
moved in and did the job by 
plowing, burning or hoeing. The 
majority, or 56 per cent of the 
owneis of condemned properties, 
had the work done themselves. 

It cost the city $3,646.18 to do 
the work that property owners 
themselves failed to do, or an 
average of $5.25 per lot against a 
charge of $6 a lot last year. The 
cost to the citizen was somewhat 
greater than though they had had 
the work done themselves, but 
was five per cent below the cost 
of similiar work done this year 
by the city of Monrovia. The 
cost will be added to next year's 
tax bills. 

Establishment of the fire break 
was carried on under the super¬ 
vision of Forest Ranger V. P. 
Vetter and his assistant, Robert 
Bloomberg. They also kept a 
watchful eye on hte work done 
within the city limits but found 
to either interfere 


It costs money to live in 
Pasadena. The per capita cost 
of maintaining the ctiy depart¬ 
ments on the budget for the 
current year which is now 
ready for submission to the 
trustees, is $65.77. This is a 
jump from the $60.55 figure 
for the fiscal year ending 
June 30. This, of course, is 
aside from assessments for 
improvements and Incidentals 
and provides only for the or¬ 
dinary maintenance costs. Ten¬ 
tative expenditures of $2,505,- 
000 are provided in the bud¬ 
get. Among new features it is 
planned to cover are two new 
branch libraries, a new fire 
station, eight new firemen and 
five more policemen; no sal¬ 
aries are to be Increased. But i 
the new enlargments are not j 
out of reason with the city’s 
phenomenal growth. The cen¬ 
sus figures indicate them to be 
most conservative. 


\ Civic Bodies Start Agitation 
To Permit Of Intelli¬ 
gent Voting 

Alarmed at the size of the bal¬ 
lots that will confront the voters 
of California at the primary and 
•k* general elections this year, civic 
organizations throughout the state 
have begun an agitation for a 
change in the elections system. 
Undoubtedly this will be an im¬ 
portant subject before the Legis¬ 
lature that will be elected this 
Fall. Obviously the purpose in 
starting the campaign for a more 
simple system at this time is 
to provoke discussion of the sub¬ 
ject with the idea of developing 
features of an act or acts that 
will meet the situation. 

The names of 1200 persons will 
appear on the ballot in Los An¬ 
geles county at next month’s pri¬ 
mary election. That, of course, is 
many more than voters elsewhere 
in the State will have to contend 
with. But they will have their 
troubles everywhere. It is held 
that only the very exceptional 
voter is intelligent enough and 
sufficiently well informed to wade 
through such a huge list of 
names and mark his ballot in the 
very best interests of the com¬ 
munity, especially in the compar¬ 
atively short time one ordinarily 
gives to this important duty of 
citizenship. 

System All Wrong 

Opponents of a system that 
imposes such a duty on the voter 
point out that the most impor- 
atnt offices in the State and 
many of those of greatest im¬ 
portance in the carrying on of 
the county government are in¬ 
cluded in the list to be filled by 
necessarily haphazard marking of 
crosses by the elector. It is con¬ 
tended that a Governor, State 
Treasurer, Sheriff of a county, 
** property assessor, judges of the 
courts and other highly impor¬ 
tant officials should not be se¬ 
lected in what n^ist necessarily 
v be more or less of a lottery. 

Several civic organizations 
that have appointed committees 
to study the election laws of 
other states already Incline to 
the opinion that the whole elec¬ 
tions system should be changed 
so that Sate and county officials 
shall not be chosen in the same 
year; that in the even numbered 
years one set of officials should 
be elected and in the odd num¬ 
bered years another set and that, 
in no case, should local officials ( 
excepting members of Congress 
and the Legislature, be chosen in 
the years in which there is a 
Presidential election. 

General Election Worse 

This suggestion will undoubted¬ 
ly open up a wide discussion and 
lots of opposition by those who

Returning Confidence Greatly 
Increases Transfers 
3 # In County

/ Over 25 per cent of the incor¬ 
porated cities in Los Angeles 
County showed exceptional activ¬ 
ity in volume of real estate trans¬ 
fers last month, compared with 
July 1929, according to the Cali¬ 
fornia Title Insurance company. 
This activity was not confined td 
any one district, but was fairly 
well distributed throughout the 
county. Fourteen of the 41 cities 
included in this survey showed a 
gain last month in the volume of 
transfers compared with May 
1930. 

The local realty market showed 
an increase of 21.05 per cent in 
the volume of June transfers over 
those for May. Twenty-three 
deeds, four mortgages and 14 
trust deeds were filed last 
month affecting local real estate, 
compared with 19 deeds, six 
mortgages and five trust deeds 
filed during May. 

Nineteen new subdivisions, con¬ 
taining 517 lots, were pieced on 
the market during June. This 
brings the total number of new 
subdivisions opened in the county 
so far this year up to 111 ( em¬ 
bracing 7497 parcels of land. 

The largest subdivision of the 
month was opened north of San¬ 
ta Monica, and contained 122 
lots. Second in size was a 104- 
lot tract located in the vicinity 
of La Crescents, while a new 
tract of 96 parcels near Culver 
City was third .

George Hugliimg, ciack swim¬ 
mer and instructor of the Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross staff who was

For the older children and the 
mature swimmers Hughiing is 
devoting considerable attention to 
instruction in life saving in the 
tvater. His course shows the 
amatuer swimmer how to im¬ 
prove their strokes and conserve 
their strength and wind when in 
difficulties. 

Women Take Interest 

Of the swimmers above 15 
years of age who have availed 
themselves of the course of in¬ 
struction so far this week, a 
large percentage are girls and 
young women and Hughiing says 
there are now a surprisingly 
large number of good swimmers 
among the younger women here. 

“The school has been a suc¬ 
cess in every sense of the word," 
said Hughiing last night, "and I 
have had splendid co-operation 
by the people. The interest that 
has been shown is quite remark¬ 
able. One young lady, Jewel 
MacKenzie, came all the way 
from Imperial Valley to take ex¬ 
aminer's work. She is helping 
me with instruction and learning 
more herself. 

“I have noticed a general and 
very laudable interest on the part 
of the women in the life-saving 
classes. I can't stress how im¬ 
portant this work is. 

"Another very vital point in 
life-saving is resuscitation, in 
which we are giving special in¬ 
struction in the hope of equip¬ 
ping our pupils to save lives.” 

An overhead spray now arches 
streams of water into the clear 
pool. The effect of the sunlight 
on the spray will be to warm it, 
eliminating the first chill which 
cold water gives the swimmer. 

Although tomorrow evening's 
water sports mark the end of 
Red Cross instruction at the pool, 
swimming lessons will be given 
for the remainder of th -w;,, 
by Dudley E. Shaw, who n.-y h.

"As the years passed, Larry’s

He quit the newspaper field 
and for a long time was re¬ 
cognized as the ‘power behind 
the throne' or adviser for var¬ 
ious political campaigns and 
political leaders. He held vari¬ 
ous appointive positions in Al¬ 
legheny county and the city 
of Pittsburgh. 

“At the beginning of the 
second administration of Mayor 
William A. Magee in 1922, 
Larry was appointed city trea¬ 
surer and held that position 
until January, 1926, when he 
retired from politics and re¬ 
moved to California.’’

California’s soil will yield abun¬ 
dantly this year—far in excess 
of 1929 the State Department 
of Agriculture announced this 
week following a survey of the 
probable fruit and field crop pro¬ 
duction. 

There will be an increase of 
1,236,000 bushels of wheat, with 
a crop ,of 13,568,000 bushels; 
and an increase of 491,000 bush¬ 
els of barley with a yield of 
29,854,00 bushels. With an ex¬ 
pected yield of 78 per cent, the 
prune crop will jump from 103,- 
000 tons last year to 234,000 
tons. 

The only sour note in the re¬ 
port concerns three of the field 
crops, rice, hay and alfalfa, pro¬ 
duction of which will fall below 
1929 and walnuts. Here is the 
department estimate of the var¬ 
ious items in the field crops: 

Beans, 5,533,000 bushels; in¬ 
crease 458,000 bushels. Rice, 
5,940 000 bushels; decrease of 
139,000 bushels. Hay, 5,130,000 
tons; decrease 58,000 tons. Po¬ 
tatoes, 5,320,000 bushels; increase 
70,000 bushels. Oats, 4,938,000 
bushels; increase 491,000 bushels. 
Alfalfa, 4,040,000 tons; decrease 
135,000 tons. Corn, 2 795,000 
bushels; Increase 234,000 bushels. 
Sweet potatoes, 1,224,000 bushels; 
increase 234,000 bushels. 

Apples—Crop condition 79 per 
cent of normal; total production 
of 11,218,000 bushels. 

Peaches—Cling stones show 
prospects of 90 per cent of full 
crop; 23,378,000 bushels of clings 
and freestones. 

Pears—With reduction in pear 
Dlight, a per cent of 78 for the 
state as a whole is basis for a 
crop forecast of 227,000 tons, as 
compared with 190,000 tons in 
1929. 

Cherries— Harvest completed 
and production estimated at 18,- 
500 tons as compared with 17,000 
tons in 1929. 

Plums—Condition of 85 per 
cent indicating total production 
of 71,000 tons. 

Prunes—Condition of 78 with 
forecast of 234,000 tons as com¬ 
pared with 103,000 tons in 1929. 

Apricots—On the basis of a 
condition of 58 per cent, a total 
production of 209,000 tons is fore¬ 
cast. 

Grapes—Uniformly good out¬ 
look in all counties. State aver¬ 
age is 88 for all classes. It is 
recognized that a very important 
acreage in grapes has been aban¬ 
doned during the last year. Crop 
forecast: Wine ) 434,000 tons; 
table, 349,000 tons; raisin, 1,235,- 
000 tons. 

Figs—Average for the state, 
86 per cent of full crop. In the 
San Joaquin valley, where most 
of the figs are produced, the ave¬ 
rage is 87, Sacramento valley, 
76, and Southern Counties, 91. 

Olives—Condition of 78 as com¬ 
pared with 71 a year ago. 

Oranges—Navel and Valencias 
show state average of 87, as com¬ 
pared with 70 a year ago. 

Lemons—State average condi¬ 
tion is 82, compared with 65 
last year. 

Almonds—Indications are for 
almond crop of between 11,000 
and 12,000 tons based on average 
of 63 per cent. 

Walnuts—On an average of 65 
per cent, a production of 31,000 
tons is estimated > compared with 
39,000 tons in 1929. Condition in 
Southern Counties, with most of 
the producing areas is 64 per 
cent.

Favorite Dishes of 
Sierra Madreans 

ra reyjJRS. ART UDELL'S 
HTfcsL J recipes for raspberry 
B kvJJ and currant jelly and 
OfiMEJfor a red devil's food 
cake are great favorites with 
many Sierra Madreans who 
have tried them and they are 
offered herewith. This is the 
Jelly recipe: 

Wash an equal quantity of 
raspberries and currants. Boil 
until soft. Strain. Add a cup 
of sugar to each cup of juice. 
Boil until it thickens. Pour 
Into Jelly glasses. Cover with 
melted paraffin when cool. 

And this is the red devil’s 
food cake: 

Ingredients: % cup shorten- 
| lng, 1 cup sugar, 2 eggs, 1% 
cups flour, 1 V 2 teaspoons bak¬ 
ing powder, % teasp. salt, 
cup sour milk, *4 cup boiling 
water, 2 squares of bitter 
chocolate, shaved fine, or 3 
tablespoons cocoa, 1 teaspoon 
soda, 1 teaspoonful vanilla. 

Procedure: Cream shorten¬ 
ing and sugar. A,dd well beat¬ 
en eggs. Sift flour, baking 
powder and salt together and 
add alternately with the sour 
milk to the butter mixture. 
Melt chocolate over boiling 
water. Pour boiling water Into 
melted chocolate or to cocoa, 
if used, and add soda. Add to 
rest of mixture. Stir well. 

Uncooked Icing: Add one 
tablespoon melted butter to 
cups powdered sugar. Add 
just enough hot milk to make 
a smooth paste. Add 1 tea¬ 
spoon vanilla. Spread with 
knife dipped in hot water.

For spraying, use "Black Leaf 
40” or dust with "Nico Dust.” ! 
RED SPIDERS- -These very min¬ 
ute, greenish yellow to rusty red 
insects are found on the under 
side of the foliage. They will at¬ 
tack weak plants first. The leaves 
will look rusty and yellow and 
will drop. Violets, sweet-peas, 
beans, chrysanthemums, dahlias 
and zinnias are subject to at- j 
tack. Use plenty of water. Red- j 
spiders do not like water a bit. 
Powdered sulphur dusted over the 
plants, or "Volck" used as a 
spray, six level tablespoons-ful to 
one gallon of water. Do not use 
both sulphur and Volck at the 
same time for it will seriously 
burn the plants if you do. 

THRIPS—Very small winged in- 
sects, rather dark colored. Thrlps 
injure the foliage by sucking up!

Control by 
using an oil emulsion such as 
"Volck” mixed with "Black Leaf

will It kill the eggs. 
MEALLY-BUGS These are not 
so often found In the garden but 
when they do come they should 
be attended to at, once for they 
are really very serious if allowed 
to sperad. Ants just love to carry 
the young meally-bugs from plant 
to plant, that is why they spread 
so rapidly. The meally-bug itself 
does not travel far although it 
does possess plenty of legs. They 
are a sociable creature and con¬ 
gregate together, for you will 
most always find them in masses 
about the blossoms or foliage of 
the plant they are on, literally 
smothering It to death. The meal¬ 
ly-bug is white and fuzzy and 
looks as If it were covered with 
powder. When full grown it Is 
about the size of the "Lady Bug.” 
Its egg masses are covered with 
a white cottony looking substance. 
Water will do a lot towards con¬ 
trolling the meally-bug. If you 
wash the plants with a strong 
spray directed against the in¬ 
fested parts it will knock off 
many of the bugs and break up 
the egg masses. However it will 
not get them all as the young 
hugs will cling to the under parts 
of tht leaves. After the plants 
have had several washings spray 
them thoroughly with "Volck.” 
using about six level tablespoons 
to one gallon of water. We have 
tried many sprays for meally- ;

Of Big Graft 


A baby girl weighing seven 
and a half pounds was bom to 
Mr. and Mrs. Edwin W. Ward Jr.

Jury Investigates Alleged 
$800,000 Theft In San 
Gabriel Dam 


The grand jury is investibating 
charges that $800,000 of the $3,- 
500,000 of the public funds that 
were wasted in the $25,000,000 
San Gabriel dam project at Azusa 
went to a grafter, or grafters. 

The specific charge is that 
some one connected with the en¬ 
gineering of the Jonah d&m 
charged the public for the exca¬ 
vation of 270,000 cubic yards of 
earth that lay as nature ‘ left it 
and never saw a steam shovel 
and that in consequence $800,- 
000 of the good money of the 
taxpayers of Los Angeles county 
went into the pockets of dis¬ 
honest persons for work never 
performed except in the falsifi¬ 
cation of records. 

Before the grand jury went on 
a vacation during the hot 
weather it went deeply into the 
matter, engaged engineers to 
check up the work done on the 
abandoned dam and audit the 
accounts; then it appointed a 
committee of five of its members 
to follow up the leads it had de¬ 
veloped. This committee is com¬ 
posed of Thomas O’Neil, chair¬ 
man; A. W. Townsend, secretary; 

H. J. Carr, C. S. Thompson, and 

I. Morris. 

Engineers alleged before the 
grand jury that the county had 
paid for the excavation of 770 ,- 
000 cubic yards of earth and 
that maps and affidavits upon 
which these payments were based 
falsely alleged the removal of 
270,000 cubic yards in excess of 
the actual work performed. 

A. F. Barnard, president of the 
board of directors of the Los 
Angeles section of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers, wrote 
the grand jury offering the as¬ 
sistance of himself and his or¬ 
ganization in running down the 
alleged theft, announcing that the 
whole engineering profession is 
impugned by the charges.
